August 3, 1903, which was local to 
the Mount Hamilton region.

Iowa nor the market price has been 
appreciably affected 
by the very 
limited corn burning in the state. 
These statements about the situ­ 
ation are based on reports just ob­ 
tained from county agents *by R. K. 
Bliss, the director of agricultural ex­ 
tension at Iowa at Iowa State Col­ 
lege. The county agents generally 
are in close touch with the situation 
and many of them have made spe­ 
cial effort to secure information. 
Iu 40 of 64 counties reporting to 
-date, county agents say that no 
corn is being burned; in 5 coun­ 
ties they say that rfot more than 
IO percent of the farmers are burn­ 
ing some corn, usually with coal 
and wood; in one county 2 percent 
of the farmers are thus reported 
I to be burning corn; ’ in 6 counties 
j agents say that more or less moldy 
; and inferior corn is burned; in 12 
I other counties, agents say that very 
; little, or a negligible amount ii 
| used, for fuel. In one county corn is 
j burned in the furnaces of the coun- 
[ ty court house, and the county in- 
I Urinary. 
It is interesting that farmers have 
; in a good many counties gone posi. 
j tively on record against corn burn- 
I ing. In many sections, efforts were 
made in farm bureau meetings to 
secure endorsement of a movement 
to burn at least .IOO bushels of 
corn on every Iowa farm. Almost 
invariably county agents report that 
resolutions to that effect were de­ 
feated by decisive vote.
